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INTRODUCTION 

The North Peace Region commissioned the development of 
a Situational Analysis of Recreational Activities, Infrastructure, 
and Service Delivery. A key component of the process to 
complete the Situational Analysis was a broad community based 
household survey. Included in the survey were households from 
the County of Northern Lights, the Municipal District of Peace #135, 
Northern Sunrise County, the Towns of Peace River and 
Grimshaw, and the Villages of Nampa and Berwyn. 

The findings from the entire survey are presented in the 
Situational Analysis. This document is specifically reporting on 
the survey findings from the Town of Peace River respondents. 

The questionnaire utilized for the household survey was 
developed by RC Strategies in conjunction with the seven 
municipalities in the North Peace Region. Once finalized, 
the questionnaire was mailed to households in the region. 

Each questionnaire was accompanied by an addressed postage 
paid envelope to enable the completed questionnaire to 
be returned directly to the consulting team for analysis. 
Overall, 759 questionnaires were completed by residents 
of the seven municipalities in the region, resulting in the 
findings to be accurate to within +7-3.5% 19 times out of 20. 
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HOUSEHOLD SURVEY FINDINGS 

248 questionnaires were completed by households in 
the Town of Peace River. The Following chart provides 
an overview of respondent characteristics.

In the past twelve 
months, Eighty-six percent (86%) of Peace 
River households have used trails and 
pathways in the Town of Peace River and 
eighty-five percent (85%) utilized parks 
and open spaces. The Peace Regional 
Pool was also popular amongst Town 
residents as three-quarters (77%) of 
respondents indicated usage.
